This 
edition  of  the  Bulletin  with  “Documents  in  advance  of  Yearly  Meeting”  is  an  effort  to  provide 
time  in  our  plenary  sessions  for  unhurried  consideration  of  concerns  that  have  arisen  out  of  our 
corporate  and  individual  worship  and  experiences  during  the  year.  How  are  we  to  prepare  for 
Yearly  Meeting?  Our  Disc ipline  says:  “The  purpose  for  which  we  join  together  in  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  is  to  discover  and  strengthen  the  bonds  of  affection  which  unite  all  Friends  who  come  to 
know  each  other  well.  We  wish  to  share  with  and  support  each  other  as  we  try  to  follow  the 
Divine  Guidance  we  have  received  and  to  come  closer  to  the  Light.” 

There  is  a story  that  tells  of  a Friend  who  yawned  as  he  shook  hands  with  the  Friend  next 
to  him  at  the  close  of  a Meeting  for  Worship  and  said,  “This  has  been  a dry  meeting.  I almost 
went  to  sleep.”

AFSC  REPORT  TO  YEARLY  MEETINGS 

(Excerpts  — Copies  of  the  full  report  will  be  available 
at  Yearly  Meeting) 

In  the  47  years  of  its  life,  the  American 
Friends  Service  Committee  has  continued  and 
diversified  its  responses  to  the  seemingly  end- 
less needs  of  a troubled  world. 

International  Service  Programs.  This  past 
year  saw  a new  work  of  urban  community  devel- 
opment in  the  barriadas  of  Lima,  Peru.  These 
are  whole  villages  which  have  migrated  as  units 
and  illegally  established  themselves  in  squalor 
on  the  outskirts  of  Lima.  The  inhabitants  need 
housing,  sewers,  and  water;  they  also  need  help 
in  becoming  part  of  their  country’s  economic  and 
political  life.  In  a Northern  Rhodesia  community, 
AFSC  staff  are  helping  with  a night  school,  a 
skill-training  program,  and  a neighborhood  asso- 
ciation, all  recently  established  through  local 
initiative.  Other  projects  continue  in  Hong  Kong 
and  Jordan,  in  Pakistan  and  Algeria,  in  Mexico 
and  Austria. 

AFSC’s  Peace  Education  program,  designed 
to  stimulate  scholarly  criticisms  of  military 
deterrence  and  the  arms  race,  continues  to  ex- 
pand. Peace  literature,  speakers  presenting 
alternatives  to  the  war  method,  institutes  and 
seminars  which  reach  thousands  each  year,  and 
an  increased  use  of  films,  all  serve  to  implement 
the  Quaker  testimony  that  the  ways  of  non- 
violence must  permeate  the  life  of  our  society  at 
all  levels. 

International  Affairs.  Since  1922,  Quaker 
International  Affairs  Representatives  have 
served  in  many  tension  spots.  In  Berlin  last 
September  a mission  of  concerned  persons 
visited  both  the  Federal  Republic  and  the  Ger- 
man Democratic  Republic  under  AFSC  auspices. 
The  second  part  of  a reciprocal  traveling  semi- 
nar was  completed  in  November  when  two  young 
Soviet  citizens  spent  three  weeks  visiting 
American  cities.  All  of  the  international  pro- 
grams derive  strength  from  the  work  of  the  inter- 
national teams  at  the  Quaker  UN  Program  in  New 
York  and  Geneva. 

Community  Relations.  With  race  relations 
perhaps  the  nation’s  most  pressing  issue,  AFSC 
community  relations  work  has  increased  nation- 
ally and  regionally.  Programs  which  try  to  en- 
courage the  sensitive  development  of  fair  hous- 
ing practices  are  now  active  in  Chicago, 


Washington,  D.  C.,  California,  New  York  City, 
and  Cambridge,  Mass.  Work  continues  in  the 
South  and  West  to  encourage  employment  on 
merit,  and  the  school  desegregation  program 
(begun  in  North  Carolina  in  1955)  has  now  ex- 
panded into  other  Southern  states. 

Last  summer,  two  college-age  projects  were 
conducted  in  North  Carolina  communities  to  help 
Negro  Americans  assume  their  rightful  role  as 
voting  citizens.  One  three-week  project  resulted 
in  803  registrations.  The  other  held  workshops 
in  a rural  community  to  provide  citizenship 
education. 

Youth  Services  Division.  The  AFSC  con- 
tinues to  provide  high  school  and  college  people 
with  ways  to  serve  and  to  learn,  through  summer 
projects,  year-round  work  camps,  seminars, 
longer-range  programs  in  Mexico  and  elsewhere. 
Appointees  to  the  Voluntary  International  Ser- 
vice Assignments  (VISA)  program  are  increas- 
ingly appreciated  — in  India  and  Germany,  in 
Guatemala  and  Tanganyika  — bringing  compe- 
tence and  enthusiasm  to  their  jobs. 

A dramatic  element  in  the  year’s  work  was 
provided  by  the  four  Friends  who  represented  the 
AFSC  in  Cuba,  bringing  23,000  pounds  of  food 
and  drugs  after  the  devastation  of  Hurricane 
Flora.  Going  “in  the  spirit  of  the  brotherhood 
of  all  men  as  children  of  God . . . [to]  aid  our 
neighbors  in  Cuba,”  the  four  were  warmly  re- 
ceived by  both  the  government  and  the  Cuban 
people. 

In  1937,  Mary  Hoxie  Jones  wrote:  “...It  is 
of  vital  importance  for  people  to  understand  the 
variety  of  tasks  which  the  Service  Committee 
has  undertaken  since  it  arose,  overnight,  in 
April,  1917,  to  fill  one  definite  need  in  the 
crisis  of  war,  and  for  people  to  feel  the  spiritual 
life  underlying  these  tasks.  It  is  not  perfect  by 
any  means,  but  it  holds  a challenge  for  every 
man  and  woman  who  believes  that  the  Kingdom 
of  God  can  come  on  earth  and  in  the  hearts  of 
people  of  all  races  and  nationalities.”  The 
American  Friends  Service  Committee,  in  1964, 
looks  to  the  support  of  Friends  everywhere,  with 
a continued  need  to  draw  on  the  spiritual  life 
of  our  Society,  for  the  Kingdom  of  God  must 
come  through  the  lives  of  people  trying  to  live 
His  will.

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BULLETIN  COMMITTEE 

During  the  past  year,  the  Friends  Bulletin 
has  tried  to  provide  a balanced  selection  of 
essays,  poetry,  reports  on  Yearly  and  regional 
meetings,  letters  from  Friends  serving  abroad, 
and  information  on  programs  and  events  of 
Friends  within  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  Some 
Meetings  have  appointed  correspondents  to  keep 
the  Bulletin  informed  of  developments,  and  we 
hope  more  will  do  so.  Meeting  Newsletters  have 
also  proved  a valuable  source  of  news.  Judging 
from  the  many  comments  and  letters  received  by 
the  Editor,  Friends  seem  to  have  found  the 
Bulletin  of  value  and  interest. 

Approximately  1200  copies  of  each  issue  of 
the  Bulletin  are  mailed  out.  Most  of  these,  of 
course,  go  to  areas  within  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, but  about  130  go  to  other  parts  of  the  U.S., 
and  64  are  sent  to  twenty  foreign  countries,  from 
Tanganyika  to  England  to  Argentina. 

Financially,  the  Bulletin  has  done  very  well 
this  year.  Friends  have  taken  active  responsibil- 
ity for  sending  in  their  personal  subscriptions, 
and  twenty-two  Monthly  and  subordinate  Meetings 
have  subscribed  or  collected  for  their  members. 
As  a result,  the  Bulletin  is  coming  close  to  the 
goal  of  being  self-supporting:  Only  $400  of  the 
$1500  subsidy  budgeted  by  PYM  was  needed  this 
fiscal  year.  By  adopting  a subscription  rate 
($2.50  per  year),  we  have  been  able  to  secure 
Second  Class  Mailing  privileges,  which  reduce 
the  mailing  cost  from  to  %<£  per  copy  (in  the 
U.S.).  Total  expenses  for  the  year  (August  9, 
1963  — April  30,  1964),  including  salaries  and 
taxes,  printing,  office  supplies,  and  post  office 
costs,  were  $2,618.29.  We  hope  that  Friends 
will  continue  to  renew  their  subscriptions 
promptly,  and  urge  Meetings  to  subscribe  for  all 
who  are  interested  in  receiving  the  Bulletin.

The  Committee  continues  to  be  engaged  in 
developing  and  revising  the  present  Discipline, 
and  expects  to  have  the  text  of  a new  edition 
ready  some  time  during  the  1964-65  year. 
Through  correspondence  and  several  meetings, 
the  Committee  has  been  dealing  especially  with 
the  section  on  Membership  (including  a new 
statement  on  Junior  Membership,  which  has  been 
published  for  discussion  and  comment),  a new 
section  of  Advices,  and  the  format  of  the  booklet 
as  a whole.  The  Committee  foresees  a booklet 
which  will  be  perhaps  half  again  as  large  as  the 
present  one,  composed  of  four  parts: 

I.  The  Quaker  Movement  (a  brief  intro- 
ductory section) 


II.  Organization  and  Procedure 

III.  Guides  to  Practice  (including  Advices, 
the  Queries,  and  several  guides  on 
particular  subjects) 

IV.  Statements  of  Friends  (a  short,  classi- 
fied anthology) 

The  supply  of  the  current  edition  is  almost 
exhausted,  but,  as  this  is  written,  a few  copies 
are  left,  which  may  be  obtained  from  Margaret 
Jump  or  Ferner  Nuhn.

EDUCATION  COMMITTEE 

As  the  planted  seed  reaches  out  in  many 
directions  to  grow,  through  rootlets  in  the  soil 
and  young  shoots  to  leaves  and  the  mature  plant, 
so  the  child  of  God  has  many  dimensions  and 
ways  of  developing  his  spiritual  life. 

Religious  education  is  an  ongoing  process 
involving  all  ages.  The  opportunities  and  re- 
sponsibilities for  it  rest  largely  upon  the  Monthly 
Meetings,  and  each  finds  its  own  creative 
response  to  the  challenge  of  providing  spiritual 
nourishment.  Each  person  who  participates  in 
the  Meeting  fellowship  has  a unique  contribution 
to  the  educational  climate  and  potential  in  the 
Meeting. 

Most  Monthly  Meetings  have  some  of  the 
following  needs : 

— Finding  teachers,  and  at  the  same  time  keep- 
ing teachers  related  to  other  adults  and  the 
renewing  aspects  of  the  Me  eting. 

— Providing  teachers  and  Young  Friends’  ad- 
visors with  opportunities  for  inspiration,  added 
training  in  teaching  techniques,  and  exchange 
of  ideas  with  other  leaders. 

— Helping  to  plan  curriculum  and  develop  spe- 
cial resources. 

— Encouraging  small  meetings  with  wide  age- 
spans. 

— Helping  isolated  Young  Friends  to  get  to- 
gether with  other  Young  Friends. 

— Exchanging  information  on  opportunities  for 
Young  Friends. 

— Encouraging  children  to  participate  in  worship. 

How  are  Friends  responding  to  these  needs? 
Most  regional  meetings  have  an  Education 
Chairman  who  represents  them  on  the  Yearly 
Meeting  Education  Committee.  Southern  Califor- 
nia Half-Yearly  Meeting  and  College  Park  Quar- 
terly Meeting  have  been  developing  the  functions 
of  their  Education  Committees  for  some  time. 
It  seems  natural  and  wise  that  the  workshops 
which  require  careful  planning  should  be  organ- 
ized on  a regional  basis,  under  the  care  of 
several  Monthly  Meetings,  or  of  regional  meet- 
ings. Friends  are  more  aware  of  the  real  needs 
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of  their  own  Monthly  Meetings,  and  more  able 
to  respond  to  their  concerns.  Thus,  suggestions 
for  interest  groups  at  Yearly  Meeting  could 
become  more  vital.  In  what  way  could  your 
regional  meeting  help  meet  educational  needs? 

friends  Schools.  What  do  Friends  expect 
from  Friends  Schools?  Should  there  be  a sep- 
arate committee  on  Friends  Schools  in  the 
Yearly  Meeting?  This  idea  was  considered  by 
the  PYM  Education  Committee  and  also  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  For  the  present,  it  seems 
better  to  have  the  schools  under  the  care  of 
regional  meetings,  where  a closer  relationship 
can  be  maintained.  Opportunities  are  provided 
for  the  staffs  of  the  various  schools  to  meet 
during  the  time  of  Representative  Committee 
sessions.  Since  Friends  schools  are  a part  of 
the  whole  process  of  spiritual  growth,  and  there 
is  a great  deal  of  interest  in  them,  interest 
groups  on  specific  schools  will  be  arranged 
along  with  the  other  educational  interest  groups 
at  Yearly  Meeting. 

Interest  Groups  at  Yearly  Meeting  w ill  in- 
clude : 

— “The  Growth  of  the  Inner  Light”  as  it  relates 
to  religious  education  as  a whole,  led  by  a 
Friend  in  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

— Exploration  of  some  of  these  areas:  Art, 
crafts  and  music  in  religious  education;  curricu- 
lum resources  for  children,  youth  and  adults; 
leadership  roles  in  group  discussion  and  study 
groups;  various  approaches  to  Bible  study;  and, 
as  mentioned  above,  conversations  on  Friends 
schools. 

Valuable  preparation  for  these  groups  would 
be  reading  the  inserts  published  on  religious 
education  subjects  by  Friends  General  Confer- 
ence in  the  Friends  Journal.

MINISTRY  AND  OVERSIGHT 

For  the  Yearly  Meeting  Ministry  and  Over- 
sight Committee,  this  has  been  another  year  of 
transition  and  even  of  brooding  over  the  spiritual 
state  of  Yearly  Meeting.  In  the  Committee  there 
are  different  points  of  view,  and  much  humility. 
“I  feel  inadequate,”  has  been  frequently  said. 

The  relatively  few  calls  from  Meetings  for 
visits  have  been  in  connection  with  regional 
committees,  or  to  answer  requests  to  come  as 
speaker.  One  situation  indicated  a special  visit. 
We  learned  only  recently  of  the  existence  of  the 
worship  group  in  Las  Vegas,  New  Mexico,  which 
has  been  meeting  for  over  two  years  and  hopes 
to  move  toward  Monthly  Meeting  status.  The 
chairman  and  her  husband  have  just  visited 
Las  Vegas  and  the  other  Meetings  in  New 
Mexico,  and  the  group  in  Flagstaff,  Arizona. 


Santa  Fe  and  Albuquerque  Meetings,  which  have 
long  met  informally  twice  a year,  are  planning 
to  establish  a New  Mexico  regional  Meeting. 

Regional  meeting  committees  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  have  taken  on  themselves  much  of  the 
care  for  Meetings  in  their  areas.  One  feels  a 
particular  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  Meet- 
ings by  Southern  California  Half-Yearly  Meeting. 
As  directed  by  the  Discipline,  members  of  the 
PYM  Committee  have  visited  the  three  new 
Meetings  recognized  last  year  — Santa  Cruz, 
Reno,  and  Mar  Loma.  All  three  bring  new  spir- 
itual strength  to  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  transition  mentioned  above  comes  not 
only  from  the  growing  strength  of  the  regional 
committees,  but  also  out  of  the  change  from 
Interim  to  Executive  Committee  in  the  spring: 
Because  few  of  our  committee  members  were  on 
the  Executive  Committee,  no  spring  meeting  was 
held.  Correspondence  over  the  distance  has  not 
been  entirely  satisfactory,  and  another  year  we 
shall  probably  feel  the  need  for  a called  meeting 
of  the  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee. 

Much  more  is  being  asked  of  the  committee 
at  the  1964  Yearly  Meeting  than  has  been  the 
case  before.  In  addition  to  setting  up  the 
Worship-Fellowship  Groups  and  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  we  are  also  given 
the  responsibility  for  two  meetings  for  worship, 
on  Committee  Day  and  at  the  opening  session 
of  Yearly  Meeting,  and  are  asked  to  be  espe- 
cially alert  to  assist  the  Clerks  as  they  may 
ask  our  help. 

It  is  clear  from  the  year’s  correspondence 
that  the  quality  of  worship  in  our  Meetings 
should  have  our  thought  this  coming  year,  and 
we  shall  ask  those  attending  the  Yearly  Meeting 
on  Ministry  and  Oversight  to  address  themselves 
to  this,  through  asking  such  simple,  down-to-the- 
person  questions  as,  “How  do  you  prepare  for 
meeting  for  worship?”  or  “What  do  you  do  in 
the  meeting  for  worship?” 

We  pass  on  some  suggestions  for  reading, 
not  as  “rules  to  walk  by,”  because  they  are 
not  all  in  theological  agreement,  but  as  reading 
that  has  seemed  significant  to  some  Friends 
appointed  to  ministry  and  oversight: 

— Preparation  for  Worship  by  Thomas  Green 
(Swarthmore  Lecture,  1952) 

— Life  Together  by  Dietrich  Bonhoeffer  (Harper 
& Row,  1954) 

— Guilt  and  Grace  by  Paul  Tournier  (Harper  & 
Row,  1962) 

— Honest  to  God  by  John  A.  T.  Robinson  (SCM 
Press,  1963) 

— Creative  Worship  by  Howard  Brinton  (Pendle 
Hill,  1964)  “Yearly  Meeting  would  be  richer,”

PEACE  COMMITTEE 

This  report  is  a compilation  based  on  a letter  from  Ann 
Sims,  the  PYM  DISCIPLINE,  March  1964  Executive  Com- 
mittee minutes,  and  consultations  with  Friends. 

A chairman  for  the  Peace  Committee  was  not 
named  at  the  1963  Yearly  Meeting.  The  March 
1964  Executive  Committee  approved  naming  the 
chairmen  of  regional  Peace  Committees  as  mem- 
bers, and  instructed  the  Nominating  Committee 
to  name  an  interim  chairman.  Ann  Sims  (Palo 
Alto  Meeting)  has  agreed  to  undertake  this  task. 

She  reports  that  Richard  Taylor,  the  Friend 
in  Washington,  will  be  at  the  John  Woolman 
School  for  the  six-week  summer  session,  and  is 
expected  to  attend  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

Contributions  to  the  Friend  in  Washington 
project  have  been  acknowledged  as  of  June  2, 
1964,  as  follows: 

1962  - S3, 473. 30 

1963  - $2,447.28 

1964  - SI, 144.92 

There  is  an  urgent  request  that  PYM  continue 
support  of  this  work  in  1965;  a decision  on  this 
matter  will  be  in  order  at  the  1964  session  in 
San  Diego. 

Ann  Sims  writes:  “And  yet  when  I look  at 
my  own  small  efforts,  they  seem  to  dwindle  even 
as  the  need  for  action  increases.” 

Friends  who  have  inquired  as  to  the  purpose 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Peace  Committee  are  re- 
ferred to  page  22  in  the  Discipline: 

“ The  purpose  of  this  Committee  shall 
be  to  coordinate  Monthly  Meeting  activities; 
to  encourage  individual  Monthly  Meetings  to 
undertake  peace  and  service  projects;  to 
use  peace  and  service  activities  as  an  edu- 
cational technique. 

“Membership  on  this  Committee  shall 
include  the  chairmen  of  the  Quarterly  and 
Half-Yearly  Meeting  Peace  Committees 
and/or  chairmen  appointed  by  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  for  the  regions  within  the 
Yearly  Meeting  area  which  do  not  have 
‘regional’  meetings  or  chairmen  appointed 


by  them.  The  size  of  the  committee  is  not 
limited;  it  may  or  may  not  include  represent- 
atives of  all  constituent  Monthly  Meetings.” 

At  the  1964  March  Executive  Committee,  the 
italicized  portions  above  were  emphasized  and 
the  Nominating  Committee  was  asked  to  name  a 
committee  as  indicated  in  paragraph  two,  but 
not  to  include  representatives  from  all  constit- 
uent meetings.  It  is  hoped  that  this  procedure 
can  be  implemented  by  the  1964  sessions  and 
carried  forward  for  next  year. 

At  the  Clerks’  meeting  on  June  21,  1964,  to 
plan  details  for  the  August  sessions  of  Yearly 
Meeting,  Walt  Raitt  was  asked  to  assist  Interim 
Chairman  Ann  Sims  to  center  our  thoughts  on 
peace  concerns  at  the  plenary  session  given 
over  to  this  topic. 

VISITATION  COMMITTEE 

Friends  have  long  manifested  their  concern 
for  the  nourishment  of  fellowship  and  the  life  of 
the  Spirit  among  one  another  through  intervisita- 
tion. Modern  living  and  rapid  transportation  have 
made  possible  more  casual  contacts  among 
widely  scattered  Friends.  Indeed,  they  have 
made  possible  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  itself, 
which  is  in  some  ways  the  most  dynamic  ex- 
ample to  be  seen  anywhere  of  annual  religious 
intervisitation  among  Friends  separated  by 
great  distances.  It  might  well  be  argued  that  the 
intervisitation  of  Friends  who  come  to  Yearly 
Meeting  under  religious  concern  is  one  of  the 
chief  values  of  our  Yearly  Meeting. 

Regional  meetings,  fellowship  groups, 
Friends  school  activities,  young  people’s  con- 
ferences, AFSC  and  other  Friends  activities 
provide  varied  opportunity  for  year-round  fellow- 
ship among  Friends.  However,  not  all  Meetings 
are  close  enough  in  to  enjoy  this  type  of  inter- 
visitation, and  Yearly  Meeting  rightly  maintains 
a concern  that  such  Meetings  enjoy  some  of  the 
fruits  of  concerned  visitation.  Further,  every 
Meeting  can  experience  a quickening  of  spirit 
through  a visit  from  an  inspired  Friend.  It  is  in 
these  latter  two  areas  — maintaining  contact 
with  isolated  Meetings,  and  encouraging  tradi- 
tional visitation  by  concerned  Friends  — that 
PYM  Visitation  Committee  can  and  should  ac- 
complish most. 

The  active  members  of  this  year’s  Committee 
have  accomplished  some  visitation  to  isolated 
Meetings,  but  do  not  know  to  what  extent  others 
in  Yearly  Meeting  have  visited  outlying  groups 
and  individual  Friends.  The  visits  of  traveling 
Friends  such  as  Anna  James  and  David  and 
Catherine  Bruner  are  of  unquestioned  value  to 
our  Meetings,  but  have  been  accomplished  with- 
out dependence  on  Visitation  Committee  support.

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Recommendations.  The  co-chairmen  would 
like  to  recommend  that  the  Visitation  Committee 
funds,  which  have  not  been  tapped  this  year,  be 
added  to  those  budgeted  for  the  coming  year  to 
help  finance  a visitation  by  “our  own”  Anna 
Brinton  among  our  Monthly  Meetings,  if  she,  and 
God,  are  willing.  We  believe  that  every  Meeting 
so  visited  and  every  individual  to  come  into 
her  presence  would  experience  inspiration  and 
uplift  beyond  measure. 

Our  other  recommendation  is  that  no  Friend 
be  named  to  the  Committee  without  first  having 
been  given  the  opportunity  to  consider  and 
affirm  his  willingness  to  serve.

CALIFORNIA  AND  PACIFIC  YEARLY 
MEETING  DIALOGUES 

The  first  of  the  dialogues  authorized  to  be 
held  between  representatives  of  California  and 
Pacific  Yearly  Meetings  was  held  in  Whittier, 
California  on  January  19,  1963.  The  ten  repre- 
sentatives were,  and  have  continued  to  be:  Bess 
Bulgin,  Lloyd  Halvorson,  Warren  Mendenhall, 
Gurney  Reece,  and  William  Wright,  from  Califor- 
nia Yearly  Meeting;  William  Bruff,  Jr.,  Rega 
Engelsberg,  Edwin  Morgenroth,  Ferner  Nuhn,  and 
Margaret  Simkin,  from  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

Six  additional  meetings  of  this  group  have 
been  held  since  the  first  one.  The  group  has  not 
had  a specific  agenda,  but  has  sought  at  each 
meeting  to  find  divine  guidance  concerning  its 
intentions  and  usefulness.  Increasingly,  this 
group  has  developed  an  understanding  of  per- 
sonal convictions,  views,  and  concerns;  has 
come  to  a larger  and  better  appreciation  of  the 
two  Yearly  Meetings;  has  expressed  interest  in 
enlarging  both  this  understanding  and  apprecia- 
tion; and  has  hoped  the  result  might  provide  a 
more  effective  Friends’  testimony  in  the  joint 
area  of  the  two  Yearly  Meetings.  At  the  meeting 
on  January  16,  1964,  several  thoughts  were 
expressed  which  reveal  the  character  and  scope 
of  the  concern  of  these  ten  persons,  and  which, 
it  was  felt,  should  be  shared  with  the  two  Yearly 
Meetings.  These  are  given  in  the  paragraphs 
following. 

“We  are  becoming  more  and  more  sensitive 
to  one  another’s  aspirations  and  hopes,  and 
increasingly  appreciative  of  the  other’s  earnest 
desire  for  mutual  understanding.  We  are  aware  of 
differences  — of  belief,  of  opinion,  of  method  — 
but,  knowing  each  other  and  coming  to  love  one 
another,  we  have  become  less  and  less  prone 
to  make  quick  judgments  concerning  acts  and 
deeds.  We  have  come  to  see  we  have  common 
problems  and  needs;  we  all  fall  far  short  of  our 
pronouncements;  none  of  us  measure  up  to  the 


claims  of  human  brotherhood  and  good  race  rela- 
tions. We  share  a common  need  to  call  on  all 
Friends  to  a life  and  practice  consistent  with 
our  professions. 

“We  are  seekers.  We  are  concerned  with  the 
impact  of  the  Society  of  Friends  on  life  in  our 
State  of  California.  Is  it  possible  to  speak  as 
Quakers  to  the  people  of  our  State?  Can  we 
close  the  gap  between  what  we  profess  and  what 
we  do?  Are  there  any  areas  in  which  the  two 
Yearly  Meetings  could  undertake  joint  action? 

“How  can  our  concerns,  expressed  in  wor- 
ship, be  implemented?  How  can  we  recapture  the 
vitality  and  force  of  our  spiritual  forbears  and 
adapt  our  traditional  testimonies  to  our  times? 
How  can  we  deepen  our  inner  lives  so  that  we 
can  become  the  ‘kind  of  people  we  talk  about’? 
Is  a room  different  because  we  enter?  Is  our 
neighborhood  different  because  we  live  there? 
Is  our  witness  profound  enough  so  that  our  lives 
are  transformed?  What,  exactly,  is  our  witness 
for  our  day  as  Quakers? 

“What  are  we  doing  to  orient  those  who  are 
drawn  to  us,  as  to  the  responsibilities  of  mem- 
bership? What  does  it  mean,  exactly,  to  be  a 
Quaker  in  California?  What  does  Christ  demand 
of  us?  How  can  we  liberate  more  Friends  to 
carry  out  concerns  at  the  Society’s  primary- 
relationship  level? 

“Present  American  society  is  made  up  of 
people  holding  more  divergent  views  than  ever 
before.  This  is  reflected  in  the  Society  of 
Friends.  Unless  we  discover  ways  and  means 
to  overcome  our  differences,  can  we  call  our- 
selves peace-makers?”

STATE  OF  THE  SOCIETY 

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting.  ( Member  Meet- 
Meetings:  Berkeley,  College  Park,  Delta,  Mon- 
terey Peninsula,  Palo  Alto,  Reno,  Sacramento, 
San  Francisco,  Santa  Cruz.  Worship  Groups : 
Davis,  Grass  Valley,  Skyline.) 

For  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  this  has 
been  a year  of  seeking.  We  met  in  October  with 
the  Clerk  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  to  evaluate 
our  Yearly  Meeting  experiences  and  to  seek  new 
designs  for  the  future. 

In  an  effort  to  make  our  time  together  more 
efficient  and  meaningful,  we  have  set  up  an 
Arrangements  Committee  to  plan  for  Quarterly 
Meeting  sessions. 

Our  need  for  fellowship  with  other  Friends 
has  encouraged  us  to  invite  families  to  stay 
overnight  with  members  of  the  host  Meeting 
after  Quarterly  Meeting.  Twenty-five  or  thirty 
Young  Friends  have  gathered  at  each  session 
and  had  discussions,  work  projects,  folk  dances 
and  overnight  camping.  Their  presence  has  con- 
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tributed  much  to  the  sense  of  “extended  family” 
which  we  feel  the  Meeting  should  have.  We  are 
encouraged  that  our  children  and  Young  Friends 
seem  to  feel  a need  for  Quarterly  Meeting,  and 
that  this  has  carried  over  to  Monthly  Meetings, 
some  of  which  report  more  interest  among  young- 
er members  and  more  ability  to  remain  in  the 
Meeting  for  Worship  for  the  full  hour.  Comments 
from  Reno  and  San  Francisco  express  this  as: 
“Our  sense  of  family  is  strong  and  joyous”  and 
“There  is  a warmth  and  closeness  among  us, 
and  we  feel  that  we  are  in  truth,  friends.” 

Social  concerns  occupy  much  of  our  time  in 
Quarterly  Meeting,  as  they  do  in  Monthly  Meet- 
ings, so  that  we  echo  the  comments  from 
Berkeley  and  Reno:  “We  have  tended  to  become 
a gathering  of  ‘Marthas’,  uneasy  at  resting  from 
our  labors  . . . even  for  a time  of  worship  . . . lest 
our  responsibilities  increase  while  we  are 
away.”  And:  “We  are  faced  with  more  social 
concerns  than  we  can  handle  and  not  enough 
spiritual  growth  to  do  well  even  that  which  we 
have  time  for.” 

So  we  continue  to  seek  for  the  “roots  of  our 
concerns”  and  for  ways  to  “nurture  the  spiritual 
life.”  In  addition  to  regular  Meetings  for  Wor- 
ship, each  Monthly  Meeting  is  holding  morning 
discussions,  evening  study  groups,  or  mid-week 
worship  meetings  which  can  “enrich  our  inner 
lives  through  deepening  prayer  and  discussion.” 

The  Quarter  has  an  application  for  Monthly 
Meeting  status  from  the  Davis  Worship  Group. 
The  process  of  evaluation  of  a new  Meeting 
helps  us  to  consider  the  question:  What  is  a 
Friends’  Meeting?  As  we  try  to  find  reasons  for 
our  existence,  for  being  what  we  are,  and  striv- 
ing to  become  something  better,  we  do  find 
inner  resources  strengthened  and  our  fellowship 
becomes  more  meaningful.

Reports  from  the  Monthly  and  subordinate 
Meetings  in  our  area  show  these  things  standing 
out  clearly:  Friends  are  earnest  in  holding  their 
Meetings  for  Worship,  active  in  increasing  fel- 
lowship with  one  another,  and  vigorous  in 
carrying  out  social  concerns. 

Many  Meetings  share  the  same  concerns  and 
interests,  but  each  deals  differently  with  them, 
working  on  problems  and  carrying  out  concerns 
in  ways  appropriate  to  its  own  life.  References 
to  important  experiences  in  the  lives  of  some 
members  call  us  back  to  differentiate  still  more 
and  to  see  Friends  as  individuals. 


There  was  real  dedication  to  working  in 
areas  of  social  tension  and  deprivation,  this 
year  particularly  in  regard  to  race  relations. 
Also,  two  Canadian  Meetings  have  found  con- 
tacts with  the  Doukhobors  important.  Often 
Friends  are  speaking  in  and  to  their  communi- 
ties, in  such  fields  as  peace  education,  sending 
representatives  to  Baha’i  groups,  and  working 
with  university  students. 

Considerable  attention  went  to  Meeting 
houses  this  year.  Victoria  celebrated  the  fif- 
tieth anniversary  of  its  Meeting  house  last  fall. 
With  hard  work  and  confidence,  Tacoma  became 
the  sixth  of  our  Meetings  to  have  its  own  Meet- 
ing house,  and  University  built  a beautiful  new 
Friends  Center  and  Meeting  house  in  Seattle. 
In  this  way  we  are  preparing  for  the  growth  of 
our  Meetings  in  the  near  future. 

Most  Monthly  and  some  subordinate  Meetings 
have  an  adult  study  program  and  find  it  helpful 
to  the  life  of  the  Meeting.  Most  also  have  First 
Day  School  for  the  children,  not  easy  where 
building  space  is  limited.  One  Meeting  with  21 
adult  resident  members  provides  classes  for 
54  boys  and  girls,  while  another  has  only  one 
child  in  regular  attendance.  Three  Meetings  held 
“Quaker  Dialogues,”  led  by  one  of  our  members 
specially  trained  for  this  service,  and  many 
found  the  experience  valuable  in  getting  to  know 
others  better.  Meetings  almost  unanimously 
mentioned  the  importance  of  visitors  and  attend- 
ers,  although  there  has  been  little  increase  in 
membership. 

About  the  spiritual  state  of  the  Meetings  for 
Worship  most  reports  say  little.  Perhaps  we 
should  try  to  understand  why  this  is  so.  One 
reported:  “Meeting  for  Worship  has  reflected 

our  searchings  more  than  our  findings,  but  we 
are  strengthened  by  the  experience  of  sharing 
together,  and  realize  over  and  again  the  unique 
contribution  of  each  participator.”  Indeed,  even 
this  is  a great  blessing. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  sessions  have  drawn 
a large  and  eager  attendance,  and  are  growing 
in  vitality,  although  not  all  Monthly  Meetings 
are  well  represented.  Many  young  people  have 
attended,  dividing  their  time  between  Young 
Friends  sessions  and  the  regular  program,  in 
which  they  have  enthusiastically  participated. 

Some  effort  has  been  made  to  set  up  Quar- 
terly Meeting  committees  to  assume  regional 
responsibilities,  and  a Committee  on  Ministry 
and  Counsel  has  been  at  work.  But  to  have 
several  Quarterly  Meeting  committees  working 
with  our  far-flung  Monthly  Meetings  would  be  a 
new  kind  of  responsibility,  and  time  and  expe- 
rience will  be  needed  before  we  will  know  what 
we  can  do  and  how  best  to  do  it.

Several  significant  changes  in  the  composi- 
tion of  Half-Yearly  Meeting  have  marked  the  past 
year.  Westwood  Friends  Worship  Group,  meeting 
at  U.C.L.A.  once  a month,  has  been  included 
in  our  fellowship.  Riverside-Redlands  Meeting 
has  separated,  with  Redlands  becoming  the 
“new’5  Monthly  Meeting.  At  its  own  request, 
San  Luis  Obispo  laid  down  its  Monthly  Meeting 
and  is  now  a worship  group.  Two  Meetings  have 
moved  into  new  Meeting  houses,  one  has  found 
a more  favorable  location,  and  another  is  pre- 
paring to  build. 

Confronted  with  the  task  of  adjusting  to 
changes  in  the  composition  of  their  Meetings, 
and  aware  that  social  problems  become  daily 
more  demanding,  Friends  have  felt  an  increased 
need  to  reaffirm  their  spiritual  fellowship  with 
one  another;  to  borrow  wisdom  from  Quaker 
traditions  and  teachings;  to  re-examine  their 
historical  witness  to  peace  and  social  concerns; 
and  to  revitalize  the  quality  of  both  the  spoken 
ministry  and  silent  worship  as  sources  of  in- 
spiration and  creativity. 

To  nurture  fellowship,  some  Meetings  are 
holding  small  discussion  groups,  “threshing” 
sessions,  and  fellowship  parties  in  each  others’ 
homes.  Others  report  a new  emphasis  on  family 
sharing  through  pot-lucks,  family  camps,  lunch- 
eons for  mothers  with  young  children,  and  inter- 
visitation. One  Meeting  organized  a musical 
group  which  gave  pleasure  to  many  Friends 
through  a series  of  concerts;  another  had  the 
oversight  of  two  weddings,  widely  attended  by 
Friends  from  nearby  Meetings.  All  Meetings 
have  encouraged  members  to  participate  more 
fully  in  the  wider  fellowship  of  Half-Yearly 
Meeting,  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  and  Pacific 
Southwest  Friends  Fellowship.  Such  efforts 
have  brought  new  unity  and  understanding. 

First  Day  Schools  have  worked  to  develop 
techniques  for  including  all  children  in  the  life 


of  the  Meeting,  and  for  discovering  each  child’s 
unique  contribution  to  the  Meeting  community. 
Several  Meetings  are  striving  for  greater  con- 
tinuity of  experience  and  enrichment  of  subject 
matter  for  the  children.  Efforts  are  also  being 
made  to  encourage  teen-agers  to  participate 
more  fully  in  worship  and  in  outreach  activities. 
A renewed  interest  in  Friends  schools  has  led 
to  the  formation  of  a HYM  special  education 
committee  to  explore  closer  ties  with  Pacific 
Ackworth  and  Pacific  Oaks  Schools. 

During  the  year,  Friends  have  strengthened 
community  ties  through  such  activities  as  joint 
meetings  with  other  organizations  on  civil  rights 
and  fair  housing;  providing  hospitality  and  dis- 
cussions for  college  students;  and  establishing 
an  inter-racial  school  for  underprivileged 
children. 

On  an  international  basis,  besides  continu- 
ing interest  in  various  peace  efforts,  several 
Meetings  have  developed  individual  concerns. 
One  has  been  communicating  with  the  Meeting 
in  Seoul,  Korea,  and  has  collected  money  to 
distribute  there.  Another  has  supported  the 
Shelters-for-the-Shelterless  program  in  India; 
and  still  another  has  raised  funds  to  bring  a 
child  from  Argentina  to  Pacific  Oaks  School,  a 
young  man  from  India  to  do  graduate  work  at 
Harvard,  and  an  exchange  student  from  Kenya  to 
join  the  summer  work-camp  at  John  Woolman 
School. 

In  evaluating  their  Meetings,  Friends  have 
sometimes  expressed  helplessness  in  the  face 
of  the  enormity  of  the  problems  confronting  us 
today.  Yet  all  Friends  recognize  the  Meeting 
for  Worship  as  the  ever-present  source  of  inspi- 
ration and  of  creative  energy  which  translates 
inspiration  into  effective  action. 

Friends  are  sensitive  to  the  times  when 
silent  worship  and  spoken  ministry  lack  vitality 
and  depth.  They  recognize  the  need  for  sim- 
plicity, emotional  directness  and  open- 
mindedness.  Perhaps  Friends  are  so  preoccupied 
with  their  weakness  they  are  sometimes  unaware 
of  the  flowering  of  the  spirit,  like  the  child  from 
one  of  our  Meetings  who  asked:  “When  did  the 
rose  open?  I didn’t  hear  it.”
